Group VII, claim(s) 42, drawn to a method for producing a composition for treating or 
preventing an autoimmune disease. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-VTI do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Inventions I-VII lack a unifying special technical feature. Applicant provided reference 

McKenzie et al. (1999, J. Immunol 162:4311-4318), discloses a transgenic mouse, comprising a 
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transgene encoding the human FcyRIIIa receptor (Abstract). 

Since the claimed subject matter was known from the prior art document of McKenzie et 
al., the subject matters of claims 1-42 are not so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept (Rule 13.1 PCT) as they appear not to be linked by a new and inventive common special 
technical feature in the sense of Rule 13.2 PCT by taking into account the state of the art.
